Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of an apparatus 
for mounting computer equipment in a vehicle including a first elongate member extending 
upward in a vertical direction, a second elongate member fixed to a top portion of the first 
member and having a top portion extending in a horizontal direction substantially 
perpendicular to the vertical direction, holding frame means, wherein the second elongate 
member is fixed to one side of the top portion of the first elongate member so that the 
holding frame means faces a user on one side of the apparatus, and wherein the second 
elongate member is alternatively fixed to another side of the top portion of the first elongate 
member so that the holding frame means faces another user on another side of the 
apparatus, now included in independent claim 1 and in combination with the other elements 
recited in the claim; a method for mounting computer equipment in a vehicle including fixing 
a second member to a top portion of a first member, mounting a holding frame to the top 
portion of the second member, wherein the second member is fixed to one side of the top 
portion of the first member so that the holding frame and the computer equipment face an 
occupant on one side of the vehicle, and wherein the second member is alternatively fixed 
to another side of the top portion of the first member so that the holding frame faces another 
occupant on another side of the vehicle, included in independent claim 6 and in combination 
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with the other elements recited in the claim; an apparatus for mounting computer equipment 
in a vehicle including a first member extending upward, a second member fixed to the top 
portion of the first member, holding frame means, wherein the second member includes 
rotating means for rotating the holding frame from a home position to a plurality of positions 
angularly displaced from the home position and including an indexing cylinder assembly, 
included in independent claim 1 1 and in combination with the other elements recited in the 
claim; and an apparatus for mounting computer equipment in a vehicle including a first 
member extending upward, a second member fixed to a top portion of the first member, 
holding frame means, bearing rod means fixed to the holding frame means, and wherein the 
bearing rod means has a rod which extends from a lower portion of the holding frame 
means upward to another portion of the holding frame means, and a bearing cylinder 
disposed at an upper end of the rod adjacent the holding frame means for bearing against 
the portion of the vehicle, included in independent claim 18 and in combination with the 
other elements recited in the claim. These respective combinations of elements are not 
found in the prior art of record. Also, see applicants remarks filed May 15, 2006 especially 
page 8, paragraph 2 and pages 9-10.
